“doctorate” with far less trouble. All you have to do is mail a ue 
to one of the numerous phony “colleges” and “institutes” that specialise 


in exchanging sputious academic prestige for real cash, - 


There are at least 200 of these 
diploma mills new functioning 
{In the United States. They take 
In—the .expression is used ad- 
visedly—about 750,000 “students” 
a year, Their gross income is 
estimated at $75,000,000 
( £27,000,000) annually, and It's 
nearly all clear profit since they 
aren't burdened with the ex- 
pense of maintaining staff o1 
premises, 


FLOURISHING 


This racket has been flourlsh- 
Ing for many years, and only a 
few sporadic efforts have been 
made to stamp it out. Many 
educptors who were aware of its 
existence have tended to shrug !t 
off on the grounds that anyone 
foolish enough to Buy a worth- 
less degree should be allowed to 
go shead and waste his monéy.

humid Burmese night, 25 years 
before his visit, 


A focus 


Of those who still remember 
the occasion, only the barest 
handful know the secret story of 
that impressive funeral. It hos 
never been. told before, Now 
that. Burma is a sovereign and 
independent State, It can do no 
barm to tell the truth at Jast. 


It was played out agains! 
a background =o of = prowtmiy 
nationalist agitation, The Briz, 
tish authorities, far from treat- 
Ing the Burmese as savages as 
Mr Khrushchev did (or did 
not) allege, made every possible 
concession to thelr legitimate 
sentiments, 


The famous Shwe Dagon 
padoga was a focus of much of 
the unrest. Loftier than St 
Paul's Cathedral, and covered 
with pure gold, {t is the centre 
of Burmese religious life. In it 
Buddha's hairs are said’ to be 
enshrined,

JT remember some ugly ineci- 
dents when tourists, ignorant of 
the correct procedure, entered 
the qrecinots without first re- 
moving their shoes, Some of 
them had even ‘been attacked. 


An arsenal 


Years before, the Pritish 
Army had built an arsenal 
along one of the walls, without 
realising the offence it would 
cause, According to the Bud- 
dhist religion, the pagoda must 
be accessible from all points of 
the compass, And so, when 
new military cantonments were 
buJlt at Mingaladon, some 10 
miles north of Rangoon, the 
arsenal was transferred there. 


But there — still remained 
long-standing grievance. Dotted 
about the hill on which the 
pagoda is built. were the graves 
of a dozen or so British officers. 
They had been killed when the 
pagoda was stormed during 
third Burmese war in 1885. 

It was strange, os one walked 
on that exotle hill, to come ppon 
a headstone bearing the name 
of a Captain Brown, or an 
Ensign Kelly. 

For years the trustees of the 
pagoda had complained that 
these earthly remains descerated 
the holy place. The Government 
of India was polite but regretful, 
The priests persisted, however, 
and negotiations dragged on 
unl, in 1930, the Government

Nevertheless; 1 was glad’ to 
have the opportunity to visit my.

they had rested for 45 years. 


Morris was the Garrison 
Engineer. He was. o lieutenant 
in 1930. The last time I heard 
of him, he was a colonel in 
Korea, 


I arrived at Mingaladon = on 
the day befony the funeral and 
stayed with Morris at his 
bungalow. He told me the 
arrangements he had made for 
the exhumation, 


“The coffins are ready," he 
said. “We shail take them to 
the pagoda in lorvies tonight, 
I've lald on two working parties 
—Indian coolies and a British 
platoon. The coolies will dig 
wntil they reach the first sign of 
human = remains. Then the 
British will take over. The 
foones will be put in the coffins, 
and [ shall leave ‘them with o 
guard of honour on the pagdda 
steps until the funeral tomorrow 


the morning.” 


Husky invited me to accom- 
pany him, and ‘we set out in the 
lorries just before midnight.

Thus at  Laeken, Leopold 
remained © head of the, family, 
though Baudouin was icing. 

When the family sat down to 
dinner at Lacken, it was Leopold 
who sat at the head of the table, 
with Lilicne opposite him, like 
the mother of any family.

“Due warning had been 
given of the existence of a 
typhoon In the China sea, 
both from the .

However the destroyer, HMS 
“Otter,” herself adrift, attempted 
a rescue. The first attempt 
falled miserably, But on the 
second trip ahe pulled alongside 
the etricxen Sandpoped and 
was cole to iransfer moa. of the 
crew before the gunboat sank, 


Two weeks previously, a brand 
new dredger was brought to the 
Colony to help in the construc- 
tlon and extension of the Naval 
dockyard. She was the heavily- 
Insured “Canton River.” Qn 
Saturday morming her bright- 
red keel was completely visible 
from tho Hongkong Club. 


An American three-masted 
achooner had bten smashed 
into the Praya wall and lifted 
over it onto Arsenal Street. 


An undetermined number of 
Jaunches owned by shipping 
companies, the civil ond Naval 
dockyaras, axd various govern- 
ment dopartments were sunk or 
damaged beyond repair.

Probably only the question of State aid for so-called amateur 
players, the interpretation of the law on obstruction and the 
general dissatisfaction with the ‘indirect free-kick’ have 
equalled ‘substitutes’ as a controversial talking point, when 
football folks have got together to discuss and. review the 
international progress of the game. ; 


The biggest argument against 
permitiing substitutes in com- 
petitive matches has been its 
vulnerability to abuse by the 
unscrupulous and the win-at- 
gny-cost boys. That is a pos- 
sibility which cannot be denied. 
The Irregular substitution of 
players has caused no end of 
trouble In international football 
and right here in Hongkong we 
have seen yisiting teams make 
substitutions which were 
blatantly at variance with both 
ns spirit and the object of the 

ie, 


Not A Safety Value 


Substitution was never in- 
tended as a safety valve for 
bad team selection, Neilher 
was It meant os a convenient 
means of getting an out-of- 
form star out of the game and 
replacing him with someone 
else In the hope that the new. 

- comer might do better than 
the man whose place he has 
taken, 


The problem has split ad- 
mintstrators in many countries 
primarily because they, have 
failed to find an infallible 
“means of controling the ‘rub- 
stitution rule’ so as to prevent 
unfair exploitation. 


The: original intention behind 
dhe substitution {dea was to 
preserve equality between the 
competing teams. It was not 
_ Intended as a method of giving 

one side an advantage over the 
cther. In short it was designed 
ideallstically as a means of 
keeping football a sporting con- 
test batween two teams playing 
ot fl strength. ‘This was to 
be achleyed by allowing a fit 
player to take the place of an- 
other who had been Injured in 
the course of the game, 

Under these conditions it 
looked a food scheme but right 
from the start it was dellberate- 
ly abused and as a consequence 
a great deal of hostlilty deve- 
loped.
